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Coleman earns championship 

Didsbury cowboy earns top spot in Calgary Stampede’s six horse hitch

Didsbury''s Brian Coleman captured his third world 
champion title on Sunday when he heat out 14 other 
competitors from North America in the six-horse hitch 
at the Calgary Stampede. 

Coleman was the trainer and driver for the Jackson 
Fork ranch crew who snared $10,000 in what the 
Stampede committee called one of the toughest fields in 
event history. 

There were 15 rigs, making it the most ever and it was 
also the first time five wagons were called hack to the 
Saddledome infield for a drive-off.

the first mare hitch to win at the World Six, the highlight 
of the Stampede’s annual Heavy Horse Show. 

"It's pretty exciting. We just started training in 
February. It's a great feeling to have everything come 
together," said Coleman, who lives west of Didsbury and 
trains horses with wife Colleen. 

The heavy horse competition featured all the heavy 
horse breeds - Belgian, Clydesdale, Percheron and 
Shire. 

Representing the horses for the various heavy horse 
competitions including the heavy horse show, pull and 
youth heavy horse were contestants from Eastern 
Canada and the U.S. to the Pacific including those from 
Didsbury, Carstairs, Cochrane and Cremona.

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Government ‘not 
following through’ 
with helmet law

Legislation dial would make it mandatory for all-terrain vehicle 
users to wear helmets lias liit some snags, admits Alberta's tnuis-

Minister Luke Ouellette promised to introduce the new law by 
fall 2(X)8 or spring 200! > but nearly two years later nothing lias 
materialized and them are no plans reveal legislation anytime soon.

The province is switching gears while it finds the answers need¬ 
l'd to [xiliiv helmet legislation but it will eventually track down on

“I just don’t want a gun held to my head saying I have to get tliis 
done by a certain date.” 

The province sent out letters to municipalities last month, alxmt 
potential changes to tlie Thiffic Safety Act that would atklress the 
authority of councils to make bylaws n'gulaling helmet usi* for 
off-highway vehicles. According to the letter there am “several 
municipalities (that) have addn>ssed this issue" and wed to 
repeal those bylaws to make way for a standard, provincewide 
initiative. 

This community hasn't ever put such a rule into effect, since 
the province usually Likes responsibility for “things like that," 
said Diana Smith, legislative services. 

She said site was surprised to leant the province luisn't already 
made helmets mandatory. 

So is Chris Brookes, executive director for the Allx'rta 
Snowmobile Association. 

He has been lobbying for changes for over a decade and is get¬ 
ting frustrated with the wait 

Alberta and British Columbia am the only two provinces that 
don’t mijuim people driving snowmobiles, quails and other sim¬ 
ilar vehicles, to wear helmets. 

“The snowmobile, ATV, motorbike community have all lieen 
working with tlie gi ivemment these |»ast few years to get some¬ 
thing done but we can’t seem to get government to follow 
through,” he said. Them’s no question how important head pro- 
tection is for riders, Brixjkes said. 

Last January, a five-year-old girl was killed while she was out 
snowmobiling witli her dad near Sherwood I*ark, Alta Tlie driv¬ 
er lost control and crashed into a tme. Neither was wearing a tiel- 
met. 

Tlie fatal incident luippened on private property - wliich is 
beyond government reach even if them was legislation - but it 
hammers on tlie |x>int tluii a “helmet could greatly improve your 
changes of survival,” Bn x ikes said. 

Statistics from the Allx'rta Centm for Injury Control and 
Research show that of 1(X) Allierhuis who died while riding ATVs 
between 2(X)2 and 2<XXi, (i4 per cent were not wearing helmets.

Five-year-old boy lets prize winner tug out his tooth

Calgary Stampede competitor 
Darwin Krebs pulled in seven high- 
ranking awards at the Heavy Horse 
Show, Saturday but his crowning joy 
involved his toothy grandson, 10 feet of 
dental floss and a horse’s tail. 

Krebs’ five-year-old grandson, Aaron 
Westlund, was staying at the barn on 
Stampede grounds when he came up 
with the idea to have his first tooth 
pulled by one of his grandpa’s prizewin¬ 
ning horses. 

His family brooked no arguments. 
They weaved a 10-foot piece of dental 
floss into a horse’s tail and wrapped the 
other around Aaron’s tooth - and then 
trotted that horse out. 

A large crowd gathered near the stalls 
to watch, which was no surprise to 
Krebs. 

People usually walk by the stalls to 
catch a glimpse of the Belgian horses, 
bred to be about six feet tall to the 
wither. Seeing a kid tied to one of the 
horses’ tails drew just as much atten¬ 
tion. 

“It was pretty neat ... not something 
you see everyday,” he said. 

The five-year-old only showed a lit¬ 
tle nervousness at the start, when he 
realized he had nothing to hold onto. 

“He thought the horse was going to 
tip him over,” Krebs said, chuckling. 

“It was his first tooth and he wasn’t 
sure how the whole pulling thing 
worked.” 

The weekend held a lot of excitement 
for the Krebs family. 

They learned one their Belgian foals 


could be the poster horse for next year’s 
Heavy Horse Show. Pictures were taken 
of the foal chewing oats from the bot¬ 
tom of a tuba - a tribute to the Calgary 
Philharmonic Orchestra, that plays for 
the six-horse hitch. 

The family also raked in several rib¬ 
bons despite facing ‘stiff’ competition 
from across North America. 

They won first for Belgian Progeny 
Dam, Belgian Get of Sire and Belgian 
Foal and second in Belgian Filly 1-year- 


old, Belgian Filly 2-year-old and 
Champion Belgian Junior Mare. 

They placed fifth for Belgian 
Geldings and sixth in Belgian Ladies 
cart. 

The Krebses said they were satisfied 
with their showing but know they 
could have done better. The Central 
Alberta Draft Horse Classic in Olds, 
July 3-5, is a testament to that. 

At the competition they won several 
firsts for their foals and fillies, as well as 


premier breeder and Jubilee Titanic 
Premier Exhibitor. 

“Overall ... the Stampede was a lot of 
fun ... you feel a real sense of comrade¬ 
ship with the other horse breeders here 
and it's always a good challenge to got 
your horses to come to their peak poten¬ 
tial,” Krebs said. 

The Krebses have been trotting out 
Belgians since 1998, when their daugh¬ 
ter, Jamie, first decided to compete at 
an international level. 

Krebs wasn’t sure she could do it but 
his girl was determined to give it a try. 

“I said fine but I wasn’t going to get 
involved,"he said. 

A year later, Krebs caught the 
Stampede bug and found himself show¬ 
ing his own horses alongside his daugh¬ 
ter. He’s been showing at the show ever 
since and doesn’t plan on retiring from 
the event any time soon. 

“It’s really thrilling to be sitting up on 
the wagon, some seven feet in the air, 
and riding into the Saddledome," he 
said. 

“I told myself I wouldn’t quit this until 
all four of my grandsons have a chance 
to experience that with me.” 

He hasn’t ridden with any yet but is 
considering rigging the wagon with a 
seatbelt so they ran join him when 
they’re old enough. 

This season Didsbury was supposed to 
have a strong showing of Heavy Horse 
competitors, including showings by 
Didsbury’s Blake and Fran Anderson 
and Roger LeClaire. Blake dropped out 
late last week with back problems. 
LeClaire, who also dropped out of 
the competition, couldn’t be reached 
by press time.

Man struck by train, dies

An Olds man was killed 
early on July 6 after the 
truck he was driving w'as 
struck by a northbound 
train. The crash occurred 
at about 7:20 a.m. 

Olds RUMP say Brian 
Eugene Pearson, 56, was 
travelling west on 
Highway 27 in a red 1984 
Ford F-150 when he drove 
through the barrier arm at 
the crossing. Investigation 
revealed that the lights, 
bells and safety arms at 
the crossing were working 
at the time of the incident. 


Pearson was the lone 
occupant of the vehicle. 

“Everything was fully- 
functional. Everything 
that w'as supposed to be in 
place and intended to alert 
an oncoming train (was 
working),” said CP Rail 
spokesman Kevin Hrysak. 

He said train cars were 
removed from the scene at 
about 9:80 a.m. allowing 
RCMP to continue their 
investigation. 

Police say that 
Pearson was wearing a 
seatbelt at the time of the 
crash and that neither 
alcohol nor weather were 


considered factors in the 
crash.

Because of the nature of 
the incident, Hrysak said 
typically CP crews that 


were on scene during the 
incident are relieved of 
duty and offered stress 
counselling to help them 
deal with the effects of the 
incident. 

CP normally cooperates 
with any type of investiga¬ 
tion into these types of 
incidents, whether that is 
by the RCMP or Transport 
Canada. 

According to informa¬ 
tion released by the family 
of Pearson, he was born 
legally blind but received 
cataract surgery in 
January 2009 that greatly 
improved his vision.

Health-care 
stability won’t 
be easy to 
find

The recent signing of a new three-year contract 
between Alberta Health Services and the United 
Nurses of Alberta will bring a substantial measure of 
stability to the health system over the next several 
years. 

That’s the message Health Minister Gene 
Zwozdesky would like Albertans to get following the 
ratification of the agreement by the UNA. 

"The acceptance of this new contract by members 
of the United Nurses of Alberta will bring a greater 
level of certainty and stability to Alberta’s health care 
system over the next three years,” said Zwozdesky. 

“With this agreement now ratified, Alberta Health 
and Wellness, Alberta Health Services, UNA and all 
other health professionals can continue the collabo¬ 
rative work that will help us build the best perform¬ 
ing publicly funded health system in the country." 

The agreement gives Alberta nurses no salary 
increase this year, a two per cent increase in 2011 
and a four per cent increase in 2012. It also includes 
a commitment by the government to hire at least 70 
per cent of the province’s nurse grads each year. 

"Our members are giving a vote of confidence, 
expecting Alberta Health Services to fulfill the prom¬ 
ise to address workplace supply and workplace 
issues. It is a vote of hope," said UNA president 
Heather Smith. 

While the signing of the nurses’ agreement is good 
news for everyone, and will probably ensures labour 
peace over the contract term, it w on’t in itself guar¬ 
antee overall stability for the health system, despite 
what the Stelmach government would like people to 
believe. 

Many other areas of concerns with the health sys¬ 
tem remain, include still-too-long wait times for 
patients in urban and rural hospitals, the need for 
infrastructure upgrades in many hospitals, including 
in West Central Alberta hospitals, and an ongoing 
shortages of physicians, nurses and other caregivers 
in many communities. 

For their part, the opposition parties say the 
Stelmach government’s current health-care policies 
are creating anything but stability. 

For example, Liberal official opposition leader Dr. 
David Swann recently questioned the increasingly 
common and widespread use of public donations and 
private financing to support the health system. 

“It seems that the strategy of the Stelmach admin¬ 
istration is to rely on corporate donors and charita¬ 
ble donations to make health-care work,” said 
Swann. 

"I think it is a sad day when our health-care system 
gets more moral support from the corporate sector 
than Ed Stelmach," he added. “What’s next? A 
telethon?" 

The Stelmach government should be applauded for 
reaching an agreement with Alberta nurses. 
Government ministers should not, however, forget 
for a moment that much more still needs to be done 
to ensure “certainty and stability" in Alberla’s vital 
health-care system.

New helmet law would be a start 


How many more Albertans — both 
young and old — have to die before 
the Alberta government finally 
enacts meaningful legislation that 
would curb the growing trend of 
ATV-related injuries and fatalities in 
the province? 

It has been two years since the 
provincial government promised it 
would review guidelines surround¬ 
ing ATV use, and to this day nothing 
has been done. In the meantime 
more people have died, illustrated 
locally by the death of Ashton 
Parrish, 15, of Sturgeon County, who 
was riding on an ATV with two other 
people when they crashed near 
Spruce Island Lake. Her name now 
joins the growing list of Albertans as 
young as two years old who have 
died while using an ATV. 

Parrish and the other passengers 
were wearing helmets, but in what 
circumstances is it acceptable for 
three individuals to ride a machine 
meant for one person? While the 
government cannot do anything 
about poor choices, it can start 
doing something about addressing 
the paltry bundle of legislation that 
governs ATV use. 

More than 1(M) people have died as 
a direct cause of ATV use in the last 


eight years. In 2006 alone there were 
692 hospital admissions and 5,062 
emergency department visits, mak¬ 
ing ATV use the leading recreational 
cause for emergency room admis¬ 
sions. Between 2002 and 2009, 17 
Albertans under the age of 16 years 
died in related accidents. Countless 
organizations and working groups 
have called for a minimum of three 
standards — mandatory rider train¬ 
ing, a ban on anyone under the age 
of 16 operating an ATV and helmets 
for all riders. The government has 
rebuffed those claims from every 
conceivable direction, arguing edu¬ 
cating the public is more important 
than trying to force them to do 
something that could save lives. 

ATVs are not all made the same — 
there are smaller and larger 
machines available depending on 
age. One commercial for a manufac- 
turer broadcast two years ago 
showed a family of four zipping 
through the woods on different 
sizes of ATVs. Yet if we are not pre¬ 
pared to allow children to drive a 
vehicle without mandatory training 
and a licence before they are 16, 
why are we allowing them to use 
largo ATVs on public or private 
land? 


Alberta is the only province with¬ 
out strict ATV guidelines. It is 
strange that our government would 
be so reticent to act given it's 
already flirting increasingly with a 
cellphone ban and has passed laws 
requiring seatbelts and bans against 
passengers in the back of pickup 
trucks. It took decades to have seat- 
belts introduced as law and a tragic 
fatal accident to spur any action on 
the issue of pickup passengers. We 
are only left to guess what it will 
take to turn the government’s direc¬ 
tion towards increasing safety 
requirements for ATV users. 

A helmet bylaw, currently on hold 
in the legislature, would be a start, 
but it would also have to include 
mandatory training for all riders 
and a ban on anyone under 16 from 
operating any kind of ATV. Every 
year the government stalls means 
another spring anil summer of car¬ 
nage on both public and private 
property. While the government 
might have little say in what a per¬ 
son can or can't do in a backyard, it 
can act on public lands. In fact, it has 
the moral obligation to do so.

If you are a cat owner please remember that it is an offence to let your cat roam 
off your property and there is a $115 fine associated to that offence. Also it is a 
legal requirement that all cats in the Town of Didsbury to be licensed; if they are 
not there is a $115 fine. Licenses allow us to get your pet back to you if they are 
found to be at large or trapped. 

For those people that are upset about the cats in their yard, please be advised 
that the cat trapping program will resume on July 6, 2010. If you would like to 
borrow a trap please call the information line at 403-335-2030 to have your 
name added to the list. There are a limited number of traps available and they 
will be issued on a first come first serve basis. There is no cost for the trap how¬ 
ever a fully refundable $100 deposit will be taken on each trap lent out. 

If you are missing a cat please call the information line at 403-335-2030 or the 
Town Office at 403-335-3391. 

Please remember that not everyone loves your cat as much you do so please 
respect their wishes not to have your cat in their yard.

Noil Thiessen has knitted his last tuque, six years after 
vowing to make 1,(X)0 for children in need across the globe. 

He’ll ship them off to a humanitarian centre in Salt Lake 
City, Utah this month and from there' the caps will be sent to 
bolster relief efforts in Haiti and Africa. 

It’s the idea that his knits will find children who have noth¬ 
ing that has him hooked. 

“I spent over 1,500 hours putting 1111*80 together on a loom 
... and the whole time 1 thought they would go to children,

Thiessen startl'd playing with the tool while he watched 
TV but wanted more purpose than creating works for friends 
and family. That’s when he decided to give tuques to a human¬ 
itarian centre in Salt Lake City - 1,000 of them. 

Jackie Wray, an Arizona resident, who works through the 
centre said the tuques go out with medical supplies and clothes 
sent to help relief efforts on reservations or overseas in

Suspected chop shop busted during raid

Didsbury RCMP seized over $350,000 in stolen proper¬ 
ty after busting an alleged chop shop near Water Valley, 
Sunday. 

Police executed a search warrant on the rural 
acreage west of Water Valley along Highway 579, after 
being tipped off about several stolen vehicles there. 


A 41-year-old woman and 46-year-old man arrested on 
site in connection with the operation are facing a mini¬ 
mum of 13 charges. 

“It became pretty clear when we got there what was 
going on ... VIN numbers had been tampered with and 
one quad was stripped down to its frame," said Sgt. Jeff 
Jacobson. 

A vehicle also showed evidence of being repainted. 

Three trucks, six quads, two firearms, 31 tires and 17 


rims were recovered from the property. The items had 
been reported stolen from Olds, Leduc, Whitecourt and 
Claresholm over the past several years. 

It’s unknown how long the ‘moderately sized' chop 
shop has been running but operations of its kind are not 
uncommon in the area. Police bust one or two opera¬ 
tions each year, Jacobson said. 

Sundre RCMP and the Calgary auto theft unit also par¬ 
ticipated in the Sunday search. 


TVain breaks down, keeps drivers waiting

A 100-car freight train blocked three intersections 
in Didsbury for nearly an hour last week after a bro¬ 
ken link brought it to a grinding halt. 

Residents left waiting by the tracks Thursday 
afternoon after a connector snapped between two 
cars and threw the train into emergency mode, said 
they were kept in the dark about what happened and 
when the train would move. That shouldn’t have 
happened,they said. 

“I heard two big bangs and on the second one the 
train just stopped. I have no idea what happened but 
all the routes into town are blocked and 1 can’t get 
to work," said Marilyn Laurin, a motorist stranded 
on the east side of 15th Avenue. 

“It would be nice if someone told us how long 


we’re going to be here or what’s going on.” 

Bill Ward, who was also waiting on 15th Avenue 
wasn’t bothered by the wait, though he was con¬ 
cerned about the ability for emergency vehicles to 
get to residents on the other side of the tracks. The 
train blocked all the main access routes. 

“This has been going on for 20 minutes now and that 
shouldn’t happen. It's way, way too long,” he said. 

Transport Canada only allows for trains to block an 
intersection for five minutes - but by the time crews 
found a new knuckle to link the freight cars and 
moved the train, it was going on 52. 

Mayor Brian Wittal was notified by CP Rail that 
there were mechanical problems and said administra¬ 
tors called emergency departments to let them know. 
Ambulance or fire would have to create a contingency 
plan - calling in a department from a neighbouring 
community, detouring south along Westcott Road or 


calling CP dispatch to break the train. 

“My main concern was being notified right away and 
CP did that ... still I wasn’t happy about this,” he said. 

“Ten or 15 minutes could still have been added to a 
response time and that’s definitely a concern.” 

The town is no stranger to slow moving trains or 
brief train stops that block an intersection or two - 
but three for over 50 minutes is new and it raises 
some issues, Wittal said. 

Drivers should have been told what was going on 
or rerouted. He plans on talking to CP Rail about a 
new contingency plan that may include the local pub¬ 
lic works department helping to move traffic in 
another direction. 

Although CP spokesperson Kevin Hrysak says last 
week’s mechanical troubles were a one-off event. 

“It usually never happens ... we apologize to any 
motorists that were inconvenienced.”

The Paganini-style violin is over 
100 years old and belonged to our 
grandfather, James Riley Moon, lie 
bad a homestead west of Didsbury 
at Elkton in 1902. They built a big 
eight-room, two-storey house on 
Moon Hill and lived there until 
1923, when they moved to 
California because of my grandma’s 
arthritis. 

The story goes that the historic 
violin was left at my grandpa's gale 
four years before he came to 
Didsbury. Gypsies had pul it there, 
grateful they were allowed to slay in 
his pasture for a few weeks in 
Cazenc> via, Wisconsin. 

In reading the liook, Echoes of ;ui 
Era, 1 saw that many mentioned 
grandpa's beautiful violin jigs and 
dances he plai ts! so well on his violin. 
Over the years it has passed down 


through the family, first to my cousin 
Eleanor Vaulin and then to our broth¬ 
er-in-law Bob McGaffin. Bob suit! his 
wife Helen cherished the violin and 
played it at dances, church services 
and family reunions. After Bob 
passed to his heavenly reward, Helen 
w’iuited to keep the violin in the Moon 
family and my son, William Cody 
Wollen, was given the instrument. He 
had learned to play the violin over it 
year ago and w as very honoured and 
blessed to receive this family heir¬ 
loom from his aunt last mouth. 

There were 37 of us at the Didsbury 
Inn. We ate a delicious turkey dinner 
and shared lots of memories of being 
niised in this special town, which 
showed us passed away in 1928. We 
were all young - Freda was 14 years 
old, Helen was 12, Riley, 10, Frank, 
nine, Bertha, seven, Wynne, five, Bill, 
three and Royden w as just over eight 
months. I tad called us all together and 
told us 'we must slick together’ and 
we have. All of us appreciate our her¬ 
itage and know our children ;uul 
grandchildren fool the same way.
